President Talks to 
New Yorkers. 


Factors in Upbuilding 
/of the Republic. 


Old-time Virtues Essential in 
Solving Grave Problems. 


Dedication of the Chamber of 
Commerce— Ryssia’s Min- 
ister Ojfended. 


‘BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 
EW YORK, Nov, 11.—The day's 
ceremonies in connection with the 

Chamber of Commerce were brouga. 
to a close tonight by a banquet given 
by the Chamber in honor of the guests 
of the occasion. Among the guests 
of honor were the President of the 
United States, Prince Hans Heinrich 
von Pless, the representative of the 
German empire; Sir Michael Henry 
Herbert, the British Ambassador; Jul:s 
Cambon, the French Ambassa- 
dor; Secretary of War Root; Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Shaw, Gen. 
MacArthur, Gov. Odell, Mayor Low 
and Rear-Admiral Barker. A _ tele- 
gram of rearet was received from 
Count Cassini, the Russian Ambassa- 
dor. 

After congratulatory cablegrams had 
been read by Morris K. Jessup. pres- 
ident of the chamber, President Roose- 
velt delivered the principal address 
of the evening as follows: 

I do not wish to speak to you jn the 
language of idle compliment, and yet 
it is but a bare statement of fact to 
say that nowhere in our country could 
there be gathered an audience which 
would stand as more typically charace 
teristic than this of all those qualities 
and attributes which have given us of 
the United States our commanding po- 
sition in the industrial world. There ‘s 
no néed of my preaching to this gath- 
ering the need of combining efficiency 
with upright dealing, for, as an Amer- 
ican and as a citizen of New York, I 
am proud to feel that the name of your 
organization carries with it a guaranty 
of both; and your practice counts for 
more than any preaching could possibly 
count. 

New York is a city of national! im- 
portance, because its position toward 
the nation is unique, and the Chamber 
of Commerce of New York must of 
neceasity be an element of weight in 
the commercial and industrial welfare 
of the entire people. New York is the 
great port of entry for our country— 
the port in which centers the bulk of 
ferelgn commerce of the country—and 
her welfare is, therefore, no matter of 
-mere local or municipal, but of na- 
tional concern. The conduct of the 
covernment in dealing with matters 
fecting the financial and commercial! re- 
lations of New York must continually 
take into account this fact, and it must 
be taken into account in appreciating 
the importance of the part played by

INTERNATIONAL GOOD WILL 

We have passed that stage of na- 
tional deve'opment when depreciation 
of other peoples is felt as a tribute to 
our own. We watch the growth and 
prosperity of other nations, not with 
hatred or jealousy, but with sincere and 
friendly good will. I think | can say 
safely that we have shown by our at- 
titude toward Cuba, by our atti- 
tude toward China, that, as regards 
weaker powers, our desire is that they 
may be able to stand alone, and that 
if they will only show themselves will- 
ing to deal honestly and fairly with the 
rest of mankind, we on our ‘side will 
do all we can to help. not to hinder 
them. With the great powers of the 
world we desire no rivalry that is not 
honorable to.both parties. We wish 
them well. 

We believe that the trend of the 
modern spirit is ever stronger toward 
peace, not war; toward friendship, not 
hostility, as the normal international 
attitude. We are glad, indeed, that we 
are on good terms with all the other 
peoples of mankihd and no effort on 
our part shall be spared to secure a 
continuance of those relations. And 
remember that, gentlemen we shall be 
a potent factor for peace largely in 
‘proportion to the way in which we 
make it evident that our attitude is 
due, not to weakness, not to inebili'ty 
to defend our United States, but to a 
genuine repugnance to wrong-doing, a 
genuine desire for selfgespecting 
friendship with our neighbors. The 
voice of the weakling or the cfa.én 
counts for nothi when he clamors for 
peace. but the voice of the just Men 
armed is potent. We ned to keep in 
condition of preparedness, and erpe- 
clally as rewards our navy. not because 
we want war, but because we desire to 
stand with those whose plea for peace 
is listened to with respectf£:] attefhtion. 

PEACE AT HOME. 

Important though it I« that we should 
have peace abroad, ‘t ig even more Im. 
portant that we should havecf®ace at 
home. You, men of the Chamber of 
Commerce, to whose efforts we owe so 
much of our indurtrial well-being, ean, 
and I believe, surely will, be influential] 
in helping toward that § industrial 
peace which can obtain in society only 
when, in their various relations, em- 
ployed and employer alike show not 
merely insistence each upon his own 
rights, but aleo regard for the rights 
of others, and a full acknowledgment 
of the interest of the third party—the 
public. 

It is no easy matter to work out a 
syetem, or rule of conduct, whether 
with or without the help of the law- 
civer, which shall minimise that jar- 
ring and clashing of interests in the 
industrial world which causes so much 
individual irritation and suffering at 
the present time and at times threatens 
baleful consequences to large portions 
of the body politic. But the itmpor- 
tance of the problem cannot be over- 
estimated, and it deserves to receive 
the careful thought of all men, sttch 
as those whom I am addressing to- 
night. There should be no yielding, ro 
wrong, but there should most certainly 
be not only a desire té do richt, but 
a willingness each to try to understand 
the view point of his fellow, with 
whom, for weal or woe, his own for- 
tunes are indissolubly bound. 

No patent remedy can be devised for 
the solution of these grave problems in 
the industrial world; but we may rest 
assured that they can be solved at all 
only if we bring to the solution cer- 
tain old-time virtues, and if we strive 
to keep out of the solution some of the 
most familiar and most undesirable of 
the traits to which mankind has owed 
untold degradation and suffering 
throughout the ages. Arrogance, sus- 
picion, brutal envy of the well-to-do, 
brutal! indifference toward those who

FOULKE ON THE TRUSTS. 


VIEWS MAY BE PRESIDENTS. 

‘BY DIRECT WIRE TO TIMES.) 
‘ WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—{Bxclusive 
Dispatch.} William Dudley Foulke of 
Indiana, a member of the Civil Serv- 
ice Commission, and an intimate per- 
sonal and political friend of the Presi- 
dent, last evening delivered a speech 
upon the subject of trusts before a 
smal! club in Washington. Foulke’s 
views are taken here always to reflect 
in some measure the views of the Pres- 


ident, and here are some things he said: 


“The advantages generally to those 
who engage in it are evident enough— 
increased economies and additional 
profits. Some of these advantages may 
be shared by the public at large. Such 
instances are not universal, and there 
are evils incident to these combinations 
which may outweigh their advantages. 
When aggregations of capital become 
very great, when competition is sup- 
pressed, monoply may exercise its pow- 


ers to injure not only competitors, but 4 


the public. It may, within certain 
limits, dictate terms to the world. 

“Now, if trusts are to be regarded as 
evils, let us inquire whether anything 
can be done by law for their suppres- 
sion or annihilation, as some propose. 
It is safe to say the laws enacted up 
to the present have been practically 
useless. Trusts never grew so rapidly 
before as they have since their enact- 
ment. It is my bellef that the efforts of 
State legisiation to totally extinguish 
all forms of monopoly are doomed to 
pitiable failure, and that there are in- 
trinsic difficulties in all kinds of legis- 
lation intended to have this effect. 

“We are in the presence of a great 
power which we can never wholly over- 
th: >w by the government agencies now 
at our disposal. The Czar of Russia 
might accomplish it. I doubt even that. 
The cemplex machinery ef American 
institutions will certainly fail in the ef- 
fort.”

Feeling Against Them 
Born of Prejudice. — 


Annual Report of President 
Herrick to the Bankers’ 
Association. :

NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 11.—The 
American Bankers’ Association began 
its annual meeting here today in Tulane 
Mall. After a prayer by Rev. D?. 
Beverly Warner, addresses of welcome 
were made by Acting-Mayo-: William 
Menile, City Attorney Sumuel G. Gil- 
more, Prof. W. ©. Stubbs and by R. 
M. Walmsley of the Clearinghouse As- 
sociation, 

President Herrick replied to the wel- 
comes and delivered ‘his annual report. 

Herrick declared that in this age of 
combinations and so-called trusts, 
“aiming at the restriction, if not the 
entire removal! of competition, a move- 
ment reaching far and wide in trade 
and productive industry, the banks 


have gone on in the old way, every one | 


for itself, wedded to the idea of in- 
dividuality and independence as a cher- 
ished tradition. The banks of the 
United States stand before their coun- 
try and the world, examples of solid- 
ity, conservatism and *traightforward- 
ness. in its very nature, banking is the 
opposite of any business of trust, of 
the type which constitutes a political 
storm center. There can be no. monop- 
oly of product in banking, nor can I 
ne a combination among debtors 
‘that would restrict commerce, yet we 
must acknowledge it to be the chief 
business of banks to become debtors. 
Collectively, they constitute the ctr- 
culating system of the vital wuld of 
‘commerce, and while acting harmoni- 
‘ously are productive of the greatest 

“These facts are too big and plain to 

unnoticed by the average American. 

ere is no dodging their meaning. 
They acquit banks and bankers of the 
charges which at various times, and in 
Certain places have been made to per- 
Vert public sentiment, and to prejudice 
the public against a cliss of men whose 
netable services are too often dis- 
counted by ignorance and thoughtless- 


few years ago, said the speaker, 
the Knights of Labor e&cluded from 
membership only three classes, saloon, 
keepers, lawyers and bankers, and a 
painfully large number of men outside 
of the order thought the grouping was 
Sensible.

As individuals, w di- 
rectly with Senators and HKepresenta- 
tives, party leaders and politicul or- 
ganizations the members of our asso- 
ctlation can exert far-reaching influ- 
ence on the side of common sense and 
sound policy. But as an assemblage 
ef bankers, could this convention take 
positive action in favor of any sharply- 
defined and finished scheme of financial 
legisiation, without great danger of 
hindering rather than helping the wise 
and permanent development and im- 
provement of the money tystem of the 
United States?” 

The speaker thought not. 

Merrick spoke of the great efficacy of 
the Ecotch banking systém with its 
circulating notes secured by the assets 
of banks of issue, and its multiplica- 
tion of branches supporting the cen- 
tral institution in emergencies, but ex-

“The percentage of legal reserve to 
deposits in the reserve cities required 
to hold 25 per cent. has fallen from 52.8 
per cent. In 1896 to 24.21 per cent. in 1902, 
and at the last call for report of condl- 
tion not one of the central reserve 
cities, and only seven out of thirty re- 
verve cities held the full legal reserve. 
The legal reserve held by the banks 
required to hold 15 per cent. has fallen 
from 22.65 per cent. in 1896 to 16.91 per- 
cent. Beptember 15. 1902. These changes 
are due to the greater volume of busi- 
ness that is being handied. The money 
in circulation has been increased, and 
although the amount held by the banks 
has increased as stated, 253 milliens of 
doliars since 1892, there is not cnough 
to handle the additional business. Not 
only is there more of ‘every kind of 
material to handle, but prices are 
higher, requiring much larger sums of 
moner. Transactions which ordinarily 
could be transacted with compara- 
tive ease are now matters of much anx- 
lety. The operations of the Treasury 
Department in collecting money for 
taxes, and the disposition of the funds 
of the government; the money required 
for moving the crops, or any large pay- 
ments of money for interest, dividends, 
or syndicatee payments of unusual size, 
produce much more disturbance than 
they did before the present condition 
was reached. 

“We now find ourselves in the condi- 
tion of the railroad embarrassed by the 
volume of traffic. With all the machin- 
ery of exchange strained to the utmost 
to keep up with the present rate, and 
with every channel swollen to the full 
with the rushing tide, the slightest dis- 
arrengement a at once, and is 
very far reaching in its effects. We 
must either reduce the volume of the 
traffic, or add to our facilities for han- 
dling it. In the present condition there 
is not a sufficient, factor of safety, and 
there is danger the strain exceding 
the limit of elasticity if it does not 
reach the point of ultimate rupture. — 

“It must be conceded ‘that the im- 
provement in business and genera! re- 
vival ef prosperity has been based on 
the soundest fundamental conditions. 
The agricultural, industrial and com- 
mercial conditions have justified and 
produced it all. (ur crops have been 
abundant, and have found ready sale at 
home and abroad, at good prices. 
mines have produced enormously; our 
industrial establishments have been 
steadily employed producing goods of 
every kind, and there has been an act- 
ive, profitable trade in clasees of 
merchandise. There i« no section of 
the country nor branch of trade which 
has not participated in the bencfits of 
this revival.” 

In closing said: 

“It is unfortunate that the weakest 
point of our banking system is in its 
provisions for dedling with such a 
situation as seems before us today. 
_ Nothing could better illustrate the neces- 
sity for a more elastic banking cur- 
rency than the demand for it at the 
present time. Our banks have been 
and are being called upon to furnish 
the currency and credits necessary to 
move enormous crops, robably the 
largest in volume and value the coun- 
try hag ever produced, We have raised 
ever three billion bushels of grain 
worth at least $1,800,000,000 and 10,000,000 
bales of cotton worth $300,000,000. With 
the other| varied products raised the 
total value will probably about five 
billion @pflars.

AGREE ON COMPROMISE. 
IT AVERTS RAILWAY STRIKF.

CHICAGO, Nov. 11.—The wage con- 
troversy between the railroads aad the 
Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen, 
which for a time threatened to the up 
all the principal switching Aerminals in 
Chicago, was amicably adjusted to- 
night, at a conference between the rail- 
road managers and the officials of the 
brotherhood. The settlement was 
reached on the basis of a compromise. 
Seventeen of the railroads signed the 
new agreement, and the Santa Fé, the 
other road involved, will sign tomor- 
row morning. +The men will receive an 
increase of about 12 per cent. 

At tonight's meeting the railroads sub- 
mitted a proposition offering an_in- 
crease of 3 cents an hour to helpers, 
and 4 cents to foremen. The proposi- 
tion was accepted by the-men. The 
rates agreed upon are as follows: 

Day foremen, 31 cents per hour; night 
foremen, 33 cents per hour; day help- 
ers, 28 cents per hour; night helpers, 
20 cents per hour. These rates are ‘s 
per cent. in excess of the St. Paul- 
Minneapolis rate for each class. 

The effect of the new scale will be 
far-reaching. According to the officers 
of the Brotherhood of Trainmen, the 
rate will go into effect at all large cen- 
ters west of Chicago, where committees 
are now in session awaiting the out- 
come of the Chicago trouble.

when our government was threatened 
by armed rebellion; its protest and aid 
were immediately forthcoming, when, 
afterward, an insidious attack was 
made upon financial integrity thrauch 
an attempted debasement of our cur- 
From no quarter has a more 
tneistent demand been 
heard for the adjustment of the inter- 
national disputes by arbitration; its 
espousal of the cause of business edu- 
cation among our people has been 
hearty and practical; it has advocated 
enlarged reciprocity of business reia- 
tions between nations, and removal of 
their vexatious hindrances; ami inst, 
but by no means least, it has promptly 
and with open hand, relieved distress 
and alleviated disaster. Such incidents 
as these illustrate the organization's 
beneficent accomplishments in the ad- 
vancement of civilization and in fur- 
therance of the improvement of hu- 
manity. 

“If we justly appreciate what these 
things mean, we shail realize that com- 
merce has done an immense service to 
humanity, by enlarging within its wide 
influence the acceptance of the laws of 
honest dealing among civilized commun. 
ities and by curbing men's besetting 
sins of selfishness and greed. 

“We shall thereupon be ied to 4p- 
prehend the especial benefits in a moral 
sense that have accrued to our own 
countrymen from the work and exam- 
ple of the Chamber of Commerce of the 
State of Ney Zork,’ and of kindred in- 
stitutions scattered throughout our 
land. They have brought together 4 
vast number of our citizens and made 
‘the American merchant, whdb, too great 
to be mean, has by bold enterprise and 
brave venture, challenged the admira- 
tion of the world. Hqually as important 
as this in its moral complexion and sig- 
nificance, they have, by the adoption 
and enforcement of rules for their gov- 
ernment, illustrated to a people ept to 
chafe under .- enforced restraint, how 
usefully they themselves may volun- 
tarily restrain and regulate their con- 
duct; and beyond all, they have i- 
rectly and by example leavened the 
mass of our citizenship with a love of 
scrupulous honor and largely contrib- 
uted te the preservation of true devo- 
tion and fair play. 

“What I have said must not be un- 
derstood as in the least intimating that 
commerce shall be an altruistic or 
benevolent affair, managed on lines of 
amiability and concession.

Commerce is born of enterprise, and 
enterprise is in this bustling age born 
of struggle and competition. But the 
struggle and competition need not be 
to the death. Alertness and keenness 
and business opportunities do not by 
any means importune unmindfulness 
of all else save ruthlessness and raven. 
ous snatching. 

“As the pioneer of colonization and 
expansion schemes, sordidly undertaken 
in its interest, Commerce has in other 
days had justly laid at its door cruel 
aggression and ruthiess disregard of 
human rights in nations, where, to use 
the language of an apologist, ‘the wel- 
fare of the inhabitants of this com- 
munity is suburdinate to the strategic 
of commercial purpose for which they 
are held.’ if any measure of restitu- 
tien or compensation has fallen due 
from commerce to humanity on this 
score, we know that its full acquaint- 
ance has been made, or is forthcom- 
ing. and we certainly should have no 
cause to fear that a like guilty respon- 
sibility will be again Incurred. 

“These exercises, recalling so forcibly 
the growth of American commerce in 
world-wide influence 
usefulness and beneficience at home 
cannot fail to be of interest to all our 
countrymen, but the citizens of the 
greatest of our States and our imperial 
city, with all they have to make them 
proud and happy, must especially con- 
gratulate themselves upon the associa.

MOLINEUX 


Not Guilty. 
Hears Verdict Without 
Sign of Emotion. 


Big Crowd Treats Liberated 
Man as if He Were a 
Conquering Hero. 


IBY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.] 


NEW YORK, Nov. 11.—Roland B. 
Moliieux wus set at liberty today, 
after spending nearly four years in 


prison, and being once condemned to 
death, and twice placed on trial for his 
life, for the murder of Mrs. Katharine 
J. Adams. But thirteen minu@es suf- 
ficed for the jury to reach a verdict of 
acquittal. 

Molineux, who was brought into court 
&@s s00n as it was known that the jury 
had agreed, was apparently as uncon- 
cerned as he had been throughout the 
trial, and gave no evidence of emotion 
when the words that established his in- 
nocence were pronounced. His aged 
father, Gen. Molineux, was deeply af- 
fected, and could with difficulty re- 
spond to the greetings of his friends, 
who pressed forward to offer their con- 
gratulations. 

Immediatély after the rendering of 
the verdict the prisoner wus formally 
discharged from custedy and left the 
courtroom with his father and counsel. 
In passing out of the building the 
three were cheered by a great crowd 
that gathered in anticipation of the ac- 
quittal, 

From the Criminal Court In the build- 
ing, Molineux went to the city prison. 
In making his way to his old cell, and 
thence tu the front entrance he tray- 
ersed a considerable portion of both 
the old and the new prison, and every- 
where he went the news of his acquit- 
tal went, too, fand the prisoners 
cheered him. He even went through 
the woman's department, where there 


were mene wee 
Molineux, accompanied by Gen. 
Molineux, and two of his attorneys, 


entered a carriage, and was driven to 
his father’s home in Brooklyn. About 
three thousand. persons cheering and 
shouting, surrounded the carriage, and 
greatly delayed its departure. The 
keepers of the Tombs’ prison came out 
and shook hands with Molineux, 
and many people waved handkerchiefs 
from the windows in the street.

nocence. 

“It is not easy to impart to a jury 
the legal definition of reasonable doubt. 
If his guilt hag not been shown to you 
beyond a reasonable doubt you must 
acquit him. 

“A reasonable doubt should be actual 
aml substantial and not founded on a 
mere possibility." 

Judge Lambert summed up the ad- 
mitted facts in the case, the taking 
of the package from the general post- 
office, ita reception at the Knaicker- 
bocker Athletic Clb, and its adminis- 
tration to Mrs. Adams by Cornish, who 
received it at the club. 

“It is necessary,” he said, “for the 
State to prove that the defendant sent 
this package, that it was received by 
Cornish, and innocently administered 
to Mrs. Adams, before you can find this 
defendant guilty.

signified his acquiescence in the larger 
sum; but Mr. Powers stood firmly for 
$2,000,000 as the maximum price, and 
finally carried his point. His’ firmness 
in this matter undoubtedly saved to 
the city not less than $250,000. 

Mr. Powers was the first to propose 
the construction of a new outfall sewer 
—which proposition was recently in- 
dorsed by the voters of Los Angeles 
by. more than’ the necessary two-thirds 
majority. ‘The present outfall sewer— 
even if it were in good condition, which 
it is not—is accessible to only about 
one-third of the city’ The new out- 
fall which has been authorized by the 
people, when completed, in conjunc- 
tion with the internal sewer extensions 
and: storm drains, will meet. the re- 
quirements of the entire city for many 
years to come. 


In the freight-franchise matter, Mr. 
Powers stood firmly for the interests 
of the people. He was opposed to the 
reopening of the competitive bidding, 
after the franchise had been awarded. 
As president of the Council he per- 
mitted it only upon the:advice of the 
Deputy City Attorney. The decision of 
Judge Wellborn, in the United States 
Circuit Court, fully sustained the po- 
sition of Mr. Powers, that the bidding 
should not have been reopened. 

Mr. Powers opposed at all stages the 
public-market proposition, the 
ground that it was not good business 
policy. The sequel has proved the 
wisdom of his judgment. 

As a member of the sub-committee 
on charter revision, Mr. Powers advo- 
cated the increase in police salaries, 
which was finally embodied {fn the 
charter amendments to be voted upon 
December 1.

EVEN OLD CITY POLITICIANS FAIL 
MISERABLY. 


Canvass of Returns Makes No Ma- 
terial Change in Result Announced, 
but Furnishes Strong Argument for 
Voting Machines. 


More evidence of the gross in- 
competence of many election officers 
came to light yesterday as the can- 
vass of returns progressed before the 
Board of Election Commissioners. 

Strangely enough, the very ballots 
that were handled by the inefficient 
officers on election day bore a provi- 
sion making possible the adoption of 
voting machines throughout the State, 
The people approved this measure, and 
when the Législature makes the neces- 
sary laws the machines may be put 
into service. Then the day of the 
derelict election officer will be at an 
end. 

One of the worst breaks discovered 
yesterday was in the returns from Pre- 


cinct No. 18 of the Third Ward. This 
is the City Hall precinct and the 
natural supposition is that officers 


serving there would have some concep- 
tion of their, duties. But they didn't. 
The tally sheét from that precinct was 
about the worst that ever went on 
record. It looked as through the per- 
son who made it out had whittled a pen 
from the quill of a mudd hen and had 
dipped it in the refuse of a sumphole. 

The poor man evidently was blind as 
he had failed to confine his tally marks 
to the spaces provided therefore, string- 
ing them out over the page in every 
instance and marking eighty-four votes 
in the spaces provided for ninety-five. 
The officers In Precinct No. 18 failed 
even to fill out the certificate on the 
back of the taily ‘sheet, nor did they 
place the number of the precinct on 
any part of the sheet. It was identified 
only by means of the envelope in which 
it was sent to the Coumty Clerk.

The election officers from Compton 
came in early yesterday morning to 
sign their returns, a little formality 
which they overlooked on election day. | 
It was noted that none of the election 
Officers failed to sign the warrants 
which called for their $10 stipend. 
Those warrants in most cases reached 
the County Clerk's offiee in advance of 
the returns, and every one Was as com- 
plete as the law demanded. 

NO CHANGE IN RESULT. 

No chahge in the vote on Governor 
was disclosed in yesterday's canvass, 
with the exception of a gain of one 
for Lane. tos borough, Democratic 
candidate for Secretary of State, lost 
five votes in the course of the tally, 
but no changes of consequence weie 
made. 4 

Most of the day was devoted to the 
checking of returns from city precincts, 
the First and Second and part of the 
Third Wards being completed. Of a 
total vote of 3664 in these wards 213 
votes were rejected. The average 
Prohibition vote in the precincts check- 
ed was ten; Socialists eight. Precinct 
ten in the Second Ward polled twenty- 
eight Socialist votes, the largest num- 
ber so far encountered in any one pre- 
cinct. 

Erstwhile Democratic candidates, for 
office, from Lieutenant-Governor to 
Constable, called at the Supervisors’ 
rooms during the day, and the Repub- 
lican and Democratic County Central 
Committees were represented by check- 
ers who copied the official returns. In- 
terest Wags greatest on the head of the 
tickets, but there was more than a lit- 
tle on some of the minor offices. 

The greatest interest centers in the 
returns from the precincts comprised 
in the Thirty-eighth Senatorial District. 
They will be reached this afternoon, 
but the canvass of them may not be 
completed before tOmorrow. “Corney” 
Pendleton was the victor in this dis- 
trict by the smallest plurality of any 
Republican candidate in the county. 
om the face of the returns he received 
but 183 votes more than did his Demo- 
cratic opponent, LeCompte Davis, who 
probably will contest the election. If 
no errer is discovered in the returns 
made it is thought that a new count of 
the vote, coming as the result of a 
contest, will show Davis to be in the 
lead. On this account the friends of 
both candidates will appear in large 
numbers today to watch the canvass. 

When the entire vote of the county 
has been canvassed on all candidates, 
and on all propositions, the vote will 
be recapitulated through the aid of an 
adding machine and the official returns 
will be given to the public. 


“CORNEY’S” GREAT GALL. 
SEEKS LEAD IN THE SENATE. 


“Corney” is gunning for the highest 
place in the State Senate. 

Elected, if at all, by a narrow squeak, 
the barber statesman already has be- 
gun a-campaign for’ the position of 
president pro tem, of the Senate. 

What claim Pendleton may think he 
has on the place, no one knows. 

His present campaign is attributed to 
his penchant for “butting in” where he 
is not wanted, and also to the influence 
that secured his nomination and ap- 
parent election. Those who are back of 
Pendleton wish him to be in the most 
commanding position possible.
